On her subsequent return to the 
land “down under,’ Miss Worth 
went into amateur theatricals, and 
from there was signed by Cine- 
sound, the Australian film company. 

A bid to appear in pictures in 
England started her trip across the 
world, but it was the stopover in 
Hollywood for a sightseeing visit 
that got her into the ranks of the 
cinema city’s stars. Sometimes, Miss 
Worth agrees it pays to travel.

You could have knocked Eddie Quillan over with a feather 
when he was offered his first movie contract; that’s how 
surprised he was. Since that time Quillan has established
